Report: 65 percent of Minnesota’s felony child rapists 
won’t see a day in prison 


S tanford University student Brock 
Turner’s six-month jail sentence 
for raping an unconscious woman 
behind a dumpster stupefied Amer- 
ica. But in Minnesota, these types of deci¬ 
sions are widespread when it comes to child 
victims of sexual assault and pornography. 
And the outrage isn’t nearly as palpable. 

A smattering of cases this year include 
a hotel manager ordered to probation and 
treatment for raping a 15-year-old employee; 
a Rochester man given six months in jail 
for molesting a young girl over two years; 
and a Stewartville quadruple-offender who 
got 90 days in jail for groping a 13-year-old. 

Minnesota’s sentencing guidelines make 
these lenient outcomes possible. The guide¬ 
lines are like a rubric that weighs the seri¬ 


ousness of the crime and the defendant’s 
criminal history to help judges make con¬ 
sistent sentencing decisions. 

In sex crime cases against children, Min¬ 
nesota’s guidelines call for presumptive 
stayed sentences — probation instead of 
prison — for a whole block of crimes. 

A repeat commercial pornographer who 
uses children to perform sex acts could get 
away with probation. A judge may have the 
additional option of jailing that defendant 
for up to one year, but that rarely happens, 
according to the National Association to 
Protect Children. 

According to a recent report by the anti- 
child-abuse organization, 65 percent of 
felony child rapists in Minnesota never 
spend a day in prison.

So why is Minnesota so lenient? 

Co-founder Grier Weeks says Minnesota 
courts have embraced the philosophy that 
whereas it would be a travesty of justice to 
penalize adult rape with mere probation, 
those who act on a sexual attraction to chil¬ 
dren must be suffering complex mental 
illnesses in need of treatment. 

“I don’t even like to use the word 'pedo¬ 
philia’ because it medicalizes rape, really,” 
Weeks says. "IPs a terrible double standard.” 

Treatment has been proven to reduce 
recidivism. However, Weeks believes that 


the decline in rates of reoffending are due in 
part to victims’ trauma. When a hurt child 
makes an outcry and the perpetrator is sent 
back into his life with only probationary 
obligations to attend therapy, that child 
may never cry out again, even if the abuse 
persists, he says. 

The report, which was sent to lawmakers, 
includes a number of recommendations. 
Chief among them: mandatory minimum 
sentencing for adult offenders. 

No legislators have indicated interest 
yet, Weeks says, -susan du

Minnesota's Most 
Dangerous Professors 

Introducing a disappointingly civil 

lineup of people who are supposed to be scary 



he modern college is atinderbox 
of radical leftism, against which 
we must all be vigilant. 

This you may learn not by vis¬ 
iting one of said campuses (steer clear) 
or reading a newspaper (ditto), but in the 
way people now attain their education: 
by visiting an obscure website. 

The “Professor Watchlist,” launched in 
November with the goal of cataloguing 
names and photographs of teachers with 
a “radical agenda,” would not be out of 
place in 1970s Moscow or 1934 Berlin. 

Its American strain of suspicion about 
“leftist propaganda” can be traced to Wis¬ 
consin Sen. Joseph McCarthy. Wrong 
though he was about his red-baiting, 
McCarthy was at least living in a bifur¬ 
cated world with a real, hostile enemy. 

These modern paranoids are fighting a 
lesser threat: the possibility that someone 
might get their feelings hurt or — even 
scarier — develop more feelings by age 
21 than they had at 16. A review of the 
four Minnesotans on the list finds they 
are disappointingly unfrightening. 

The most famous was already being 
watched... by the people who give out 
literary trophies. In 2015, Macalester 
English professor Marlon James won the 
prestigious Man Booker Prize, Britain’s 
equivalent to the Pulitzer. 

To the watchlist boys, he’s a turncoat. 
They cite a talk James gave at a literary 


festival (suspicious!) in France (guilty!). 
He’s quoted saying America has a “third 
world” police force that practices “state- 
sponsored violence.” James was talking 
about police shootings of civilians “without 
consequences.” 

James doesn’t hate police. Both his 
parents were cops in his native Jamaica. 
He just thinks it’s fair to expect more. 

That same cop dad taught James to 
love Shakespeare; the two used to “duel” 
with soliloquies over glasses of rum. Read 
enough of that stuff and you’ll start think¬ 
ing scary thoughts, like not all who com¬ 
mit bad acts are bad men, and that not 
all sheriffs (or kings) command respect. 

A sharp-tongued wordsmith is one 
thing. But a scientist? In 2014, Univer¬ 
sity of Minnesota-Morris professor Peter 
Myers took one look at a new right-wing 
student newspaper on campus and detested 
what he saw. Its inaugural issue was about 
“black privilege,” and featured a photo of 
Trayvon Martin lying dead in the street. 
He submitted a succinct letter to the editor 
via Twitter: “Fuck off and die.” 

As a biology professor specializing 
on the cellular level, Myers says politics 
don’t come up in his classroom. Cancer 
doesn’t care who you voted for — even 
if the dunce cutting stem cell research 
funding does. 

Teaching curiously hot topics like evo¬ 
lution or climate change isn’t politically 


correct. It’s scientifically correct. “On 
these issues on which evidence is very 
clear, one party has gone all gung ho for 
those issues,” Myers says. “That’s kind 
of a problem for us.” 

There’s more room for debate in Joe 
Bendickson’s Native Americans in Min¬ 
nesota class at the University of Minnesota. 
But not enough for one John Mickley, a 
former student who leaked the class final 
to a right-wing blog. Bendickson asked 
students to take the perspective of a Dakota 
or Ojibwe person, and make arguments 
on topics like “Indian mascots should be 
banned from sports.” 

Mickley complained the assignment 
robbed him of “free thought.” And that 
free thought was particularly precious: He 
went on to become president of a climate 
change-denying student group. 

Bendickson is not trying to indoctrinate 
anyone. His curriculum covers the era 
when Native kids were forced to cut their 
hair, forget their language, and convert to 
Christianity in white boarding schools. 

“I think we need to do more listening 
and less blacklisting,” he says. 

Barbara Gorski’s course could disturb 
the watchlist guys by its very title: “Busi¬ 
ness Ethics.” You had them at “business,” 
Barbara. You lost them at “ethics.” 

The St. Thomas professor takes her 
listing on this proto-fascist website seri¬ 
ously. “That’s my Linkedin photo they’re 


using,” she says. “It’s years old — and it’s 
so blurry!” 

Gorski’s “sin” was telling students they 
were privileged to be at St. Thomas, and 
encouraged them to find ways to give 
back to those less fortunate. One student 
objected. If this makes Gorski a radical, 
at a school with a mission to create “mor¬ 
ally responsible leaders” who “advance 
the common good,” wait till that student 
hears about the teachings of Jesus. 

Gorski’s liberal, but she’s no bully: The 
morning after this year’s election, she con¬ 
gratulated staff she knew were rooting 
for Donald Trump. As for the watchlist, 
she says she’s getting emails now from 
around the country — from supporters. 
One asked if she had a favorite charity 
they could donate to. 

“The responses I’m getting from people 
are so warm. I do find myself chuckling 
and thinking, This probably isn’t the intent 
of the people who started this website.’” 

On the contrary, Barbara. You’ve fallen 
right into their trap! 

Now give up the names of these “warm” 
and charitable people. Sounds like the 
watchboys need to start another list. 03

The most captivating, 
unsettling, hilarious, 
and questionable 
movies of 2016

T he good did not outweigh the bad in 
2016, whether onscreen or off. But 
trying times only make art and escap¬ 
ism more important, and a great many 
movies helped make this annus horribilis more 
tolerable — at least in the time between the 
lights going down and the final credits rolling. 

As year-end lists are published and award 
nominations announced, live deliciously and 
take a moment to consider some of the more 
unusual achievements of the year. 

( Most Romantic 
Anti-comedy 

Part of what makes the year’s best films — The 
Lobster, The Handmaiden, and Manchester by 
the Sea — so entrancing is the way in which 
each of them nimbly subverts expectations. 
The Lobster, for instance, stars Colin Farrell 
as a newly single man who gets sent to a hotel 
where, should he fail to fall in love within 45 
days, he’ll be turned into an animal of his choos¬ 


ing. (He arrives with his dog, who used to be 
his brother.) Such is the plight of all singletons 
in this world, and the film that grows out of 
that off-kilter premise is dark and disturbing, 
yes, but also curiously romantic and insightful. 
Farrell does eventually meet someone (Rachel 
Weisz, aka the Nearsighted Woman), and the 
final dilemma he’s faced with proves that love 
may in fact be blind. 

( Least Romantic 
Comedy 

On the opposite end of the spectrum is Mother's 
Day, the third in a loose trilogy of ensemble 
rom-coms revolving around increasingly unro¬ 
mantic holidays. ( Valentine’s Day ? Yes, obvi¬ 
ously. New Year’s Eve? Sure, okay. Mother’s Day? 
Wait, why?) Set in the suburbs of Atlanta but 
featuring nothing distinguishing about that 
city, the film is neither funny nor romantic — at 
least not until the blooper reel, when the likes 
of Julia Roberts, Jason Sudeikis, and Jennifer 
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Aniston go off-script and actually elicit 
a few laughs. 


“It Takes a Village” 
Award for Best 
Non-Nuclear Family 


Speaking of mothers, 2016 will see at least 
one worthy ode to them: Mike Mills’ 20th 
Century Women, the writer/director’s first 
film since he explored the father/son 
dynamic in Beginners. Annette Bening 
stars as a modern matriarch circa 1979, 
doing her utmost to raise her teenage son 
into a man as a single mother. It’s a group 
effort that also includes Greta Gerwig 
and Billy Crudup as two lodgers in her 
boarding house and Elle Fanning as the 
object of her kid’s affections. This is a 
winsome, lived-in tribute to the bonds we 
form through both blood and necessity. 


Most Authentic 
Coming-of-Age Drama 


We haven’t seen much of Hailee Steinfeld 
since she received an Oscar nomination for 
her auspicious debut in the Coen Brothers’ 
remake of True Grit. That makes The Edge 
of Seventeen welcome on two fronts: In 
addition to being another showcase for 
its talented lead, Kelly Fremon Craig’s 
directorial debut is 
also an exception 
to the stifling rules 
established by 
most high school 
movies: It’s about 
a girl, for one, and 
features none of 
the reductive char¬ 
acterizations we’ve 
grown to reluc¬ 
tantly expect of 
such fare. Steinfeld 
plays well against 
her peers, but her 
scenes opposite 


Woody Harrelson (as the teacher she both 
annoys and endears herself to) are where 
The Edge of Seventeen most reveals itself 
as something worth celebrating. 

( Least Obnoxious 
Franchise 

There’s no reason for the Purge movies 
to be as decent as they are, but if the last 
couple months have taught us anything it’s 
that basic competency is worth celebrat¬ 
ing. The latest in this anarchic, dystopian 
series was July’s aptly titled Elect ion Year, 
whose vision of a near-future in which 
all crime is legal for 12 hours per annum 
seems a lot less outlandish now than it did 
when we were first introduced to Purge 
Night three years ago. 

( Best Secret 
Sequel 

In the age of hype, constant castingupdates, 
and five-film franchises planned years in 
advance, there’s a real value in genuine 
surprise. That’s something few do bet¬ 
ter than Lost maestro J.J. Abrams, who 
most recently opened his mystery box to 
reveal 10 CloverfieldLane. The film didn’t 
actually become a spiritual successor to 
Cloverfield until late in production — it

was based on a script called The Cellar — 
so it makes sense that John Goodman’s 
paranoid survivalist ends up being more 
frightening than the city-sized monster 
he’s hiding from. If the “under promise, 
over deliver” approach were more com¬ 
mon among tentpole fare, going to the 
multiplex between May and August would 
probably be a lot more enjoyable. 

( Bummers of the 
Summer 

This summer, for instance, saw two 
sequels-come-lately that fell far short of 
expectations: Jason Bourne and Indepen¬ 
dence Day: Resurgence. There was never 
any reason to get excited for, say, Now You 
See Me 2, but these two sequels actually 
had the strength of genuinely good movies 
behind them — a legacy they both failed 
to live up to. 

( Best Summer 
Movie 

Reboots and sequels like those two have 
increasingly been the norm during the 
summer months, but this year saw an espe¬ 
cially uninspired crop. One unexpected 
exception to that rule was The Shallows, a 
straight-to-the-point tale of man against 
nature in which man is a woman and nature 
is the most imposing shark this side of 
Jaws. As she did in The Age of Adaline last 
year, Blake Lively proves an exceptional 
leading lady in what’s effectively a solo 
performance (save for a friendly seabird 
she named Steven Seagull, who would 
easily be the year’s best supporting animal 
were it not for our next honoree). 

( Best Supporting 
Animal 

Worthwhile horror movies are a rarity, and 
each one feels like a gift from on high — or, 
perhaps more likely, somewhere down 
below. That was certainly true of The Witch, 
whose most memorable character wasn’t 
even human: Black Phillip, a potentially 


evil goat looked upon warily by the puritan 
patriarch of Robert Eggers’ folkloric tale 
set in 17th-century New England. The 
children sing creepy songs about him, the 
parents wonder what’s behind his gaze, 
and Black Phillip himself offers us all a 
chance to “live deliciously.” That might 
be a deal with the devil, but it beats the 
alternative in this unsettling vision of a 
past we’ve yet to fully move on from. 

( Liveliest 
Corpse 

Daniel Radcliffe has made some bold 
choices since the Harry Potter days, a trend 
that reached its unnatural conclusion with 
this year’s Swiss Army Man — a Sundance 
standout in which the former Boy Who 
Lived plays a corpse who washes up on 
a desert island. Manny, as he’s known, 
announces that he may still be alive to the 
island’s sole inhabitantby breaking wind 
loudly and repeatedly. It’s as sophomoric 
as it is surreal, ditto the film as a whole. 

( Best No Country for 
Old Men Ripoff 

Hell or High Water is a taut, effective 
thriller, and further proof that Taylor 
Sheridan (who also wrote Sicario and 
is set to make his directorial debut next 
year) is a screenwriter to be admired. It 
also bears more than a few similarities to 
another Texas-set drama in which there 
are no clean getaways and certain events, 
once set in motion, must be carried out to 
their logical conclusion. There’s no Anton 
Chigurh to contend with this time around, 
but there are more than a few down-home 
folks getting in over their heads and liv¬ 
ing to regret it. 

C Feel-Bad Movie 
of the Year 

Nicolas Winding Refn has done a hell of 
a job erasing all the goodwill he inspired 
withDnve five years ago, but both Only God 
Forgives and this year’s The Neon Demon 
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are better than they tend to get credit for. 
The Danish auteur’s attention to aesthetic 
detail remains a marvel, though it does at 
times come at the expense of narrative 
coherence; like some of the models in 
this candy-coated nightmare, The Neon 
Demon, set in the demoralizing fashion 
(under)world of Los Angeles, is easy on 
the eyes and a little dead inside. It may not 
be advisable to replicate that formula too 
often, but Refn has almost perfected it. 

( Highest 

Insight-to-Pretension 
Ratio 

Richard Linklater continues to astound, not 
least because it never feels like he’s even 
trying to. After the massive undertaking 
that was Boyhood — a film that took 12 
years to make and almost as long to watch, 
though every minute was worth it — he 
returned this year with, of all things, a 
spiritual sequel to Dazed and Confused. 
The result was, like most of Linklater’s 
relaxed filmography, casually profound: 
Everybody Wants Some!! looks at the first 
day of college with both in-the-moment joy 
and the kind of wisdom that only hindsight 
and experience can instill. The dog days 
of youth may have come and gone, but 
Linklater has preserved them on celluloid. 

( Most Painful 
Declaration of Love 

Here’s all you need to know about Lily 
Gladstone’s performance in Certain Women : 
It’s the best in a movie led by Laura Dern, 
Michelle Williams, and Kristen Stewart. 
Not that the central trio isn’t great in 
Kelly Reichardt’s sparse adaptation of 
a short-story collection by Maile Meloy. 
But newcomer Gladstone, with her low- 
key charm and quiet expressiveness, is 
most at home in the film’s rural Mon¬ 
tana setting. She plays a ranch hand who 
takes a liking to an out-of-towner played 
by Stewart, eventually making a lonely, 




hours-long drive to find the object of 
her affections and... not have any idea 
what to do once she’s found her. It’s a 
devastating scene, and almost single- 
handedly elevates Certain Women from 
memorable to unforgettable. 

( Longest 
Take 

Bi Gan’s KailiBlues is one of the most pleas¬ 
ingly strange films in recent memory, 
never more so than during a virtuosic 
41-minute tracking shot that surveys the 
entirety of a Chinese village and features 
several characters who long ago departed 
this mortal coil. The first-time filmmaker 
is never flashy (nor, for that matter, is 
cinematographer Wang Tianxing). Bi 
merges timelines and moves forward in 
a vaguely Kafkaesque fashion, opting for 
a dreamlike playfulness rather than overt 
showmanship. The long take in ques¬ 
tion is so fluid and immersive that, for 
much of it, you’ll forget that what you’re 
watching is a technical marvel because 
you’re so focused on the world it’s allow¬ 
ing you to see. 

( Best Movie Starring 
Isabelle Huppert 

With roles in four different movies — 
Louder Than Bombs, Valley of Love, Elle, 
and Things to Come — Isabelle Huppert 
achieved her status as the consensus 
choice for Best Actress in the World this 
year. Though not the most acclaimed, Val¬ 
ley of Love was secretly the best of these. It 
finds the performer opposite another icon 
of French cinema, Gerard Depardieu (with 
whom she’s twice shared the screen) as 
two grieving parents who travel to Death 
Valley in the hopes that their son will 
make good on a most unusual promise 
he made in his suicide note: showing 
up in a particular place at a particular 
time despite being dead. That intriguing 
setup results in one of the most affecting 
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endings of 2016, the kind that feels both 
otherworldly and deeply human. 

( Most Mirthless 
Line Reading 

When that Han Solo spinoff makes a bona 
fide movie star of Alden Ehrenreich, don’t 
forget that he first announced himself 
to the world by playing a dunderheaded 
actor who flubs the line “Would that it 
were so simple” in the Coen Brothers’ 
Hail, Caesar!. That film is one of two old- 
school joys released this year, the other 
being Robert Zemeckis’ Allied. It’s one of 
those sequences that goes on for so long 
it momentarily ceases to be funny before 
somehow becoming even more hilarious. 

( Best Unofficial 
True Detective Sequel 

Genre films have largely been a letdown 
on this side of the Pacific of late, with most 
worthy police procedurals unspooling on 
the small screen. In Korea, though, one 
truly out-there offering reigned supreme 
to the tune of more than $50 million at 
the box office: The Wailing, a supernatural 
detective story with enough occult oddity 
to convince you that True Detective may 
not be dead after all. Lasting 156 minutes 
and rarely lagging during that imposing 
runtime, Na Hong-jin’s film is genuinely 
too strange to accurately describe, but 
know this: The Gollum-like hermit living 
in the woods is the least of your worries. 




there’s a brief coda suggesting that the 
demon seed eventually becomes a despot 
in post-WWII Europe. Considering how 
the presidential election turned out, it 
maybe more prescient than even Corbet 
intended. 

( “Quit Making Movies During 
Election Years” Award 

Michael Moore gets a lot of flack, some of 
it justified, but credit where it’s due: Dude 
called it when it came to Rust Belt voters 
supporting Donald Trump. That said, he’s 
also 0 for 2 when it comes to releasing 
politically charged documentaries on the 
eve of important elections: Fahrenheit 9/11 
didn’t stop Bush from getting reelected, 
and Michael Moore in TrumpLand didn’t 
stop Trump from falling upward into the 
presidency. Maybe he can go for reverse 
psychology in 2020 and make a film about 
how evil the Democratic nominee is? 

( Most Ambiguous 
Faith-Based Drama 

In the age of God’s Not Dead and Miracles 
from Heaven, simply hearing the words 
“faith-based drama” can elicit a negative 
reaction among all but the most ardent 
devotees. It doesn’t have to be that way, 
of course, and for proof one need look no 
further than Martin Scorsese’s Silence. 
Long in the making and the tonal oppo¬ 
site of The Wolf of Wall Street, its faith 
is hard-won and well worth examining. 




Most Chilling Biopic 
About a Fictional Dictator

Brady Corbet has been a mainstay of the 
arthouse world for years now, but it’s 
always been in front of the camera. That 
changed this year with The Childhood of a 
Leader, the actor-turned-filmmaker’s loose 
adaptation of a Jean-Paul Sartre novella 
that plays out like The Omen. Only here, 


“We didn’t need dialogue,” Norma Des¬ 
mond (Gloria Swanson) says of the silent 
era in Sunset Boulevard. “We had faces!” 
We have them now too, thankfully, and 
none told a more moving story this year 
than Natalie Portman in Jackie and Casey 
Affleck in Manchester by the Sea.

Were I allowed to curate a new Netflix 
category, it would have to be Movies About 
the Truth and Beauty of the Universe. Few 
movies fall under that rarefied umbrella, 
but Arrival certainly does. Though it pres¬ 
ents itself as a sci-fi picture about aliens 
coming to Earth for potentially alarming 
reasons, Denis Villeneuve’s latest is at heart 
a story of connection, communication, 
and grief. Amy Adams does some of her 
finest work to date as the avatar of all 
three of those big ideas, a space-age love 
song unto herself. 

( Best Movie 
About a Witch 

The Witch. 

( Worst Movie 
About a Witch 

Blair Witch. 

( Funniest 
Tearjerker 

Manchester by the Sea is, by most defini¬ 
tions, the most wrenching film of the year. 
It might also be the funniest — no small 
feat, considering the subject matter. Casey 
Affleck’s character loses a brother, yes, but 
newcomer Lucas Hedges plays a 16-year- 
old who’s just lost his father. It must be 
true what they say about laughter being 
the best medicine, or at least an effective 


Other than Natalie Portman’s facial 
expressions, the most powerful element 
of Jackie is Mica Levi’s haunting score. 
The biopic marks her sophomore effort 
as film composer (the first being Under 
the Skin), and it’s easily the darkest (and 
best) soundtrack of the year — no easy 
feat, considering Scott Walker’s excellent 
work on The Childhood of a Leader and 
Gesaffelstein’s on Disorder. Chilean direc¬ 
tor Pablo Larrain, in his English-language 
debut, wisely moves Levi’s work to the 
fore and lets it do the talking when his 
devastated heroine can’t find the words. 

( Most Joyful 
Musical Cue 

Andrea Arnold uses music to the oppo¬ 
site effect in American Honey, contrasting 
the at times desperate road trip with a 
thumping soundtrack made up of hip-hop 
and pop. This is never more joyful than 
when, early on, two people lock eyes in 
Walmart as Rihanna’s “We Found Love” 
blares over the loudspeakers — prompting 
Shia LaBeouf’s character to hop on the 
checkout counter and dance until secu¬ 
rity removes him from the premises. This 
may not be such a hopeless place after all. 

( Best Unintentional 
Double Feature 

In 1974, reporter Christine Chubbuck 
committed suicide live on air. In 2016, 







two different movies about her premiered 
at Sundance: Robert Greene’s Kate Plays 
Christine and Antonio Campos’ Christine. 
In hindsight, what’s most surprising is that 
it took this long for someone to make a 
film about such a headline-worthy tragedy. 
These two — a quasi-documentary with 
a twist and a more conventional biopic, 
respectively—work better in tandem than 
they do in opposition, like two halves of 
a whole that may never feel complete. 

( Best Double Feature 
By the Same Director 

Between 1973 and 2011, Terrence Malick 
directed just five movies. He’s made three 
more since then, including two that came 
out this year: Knight of Cups and Voyage 
of Time. They bear little resemblance 
on the surface, as one is a drama about 
a disaffected screenwriter (Christian 
Bale) living in L.A. and the other is an 
IMAX documentary about the birth of 
the universe. But in both we see Malick’s 
uniquely humanist worldview expressed 
as only he can. 

( Most Obscure 
Sports Movie 

As someone who writes about movies 
for a living, I tend to have a pretty good 
grasp on even the most rarefied indies. 
But even I was barely aware that ThePhe- 
nom existed until after it had come and 
gone from theaters, which is unfortunate: 
Noah Buschel’s film, which stars Paul Gia- 
matti and Ethan Hawke opposite Johnny 
Simmons, is a cerebral take on the rocky 
transition from the minors to the majors. 
As much time is spent in a shrink’s office 
as on the baseball diamond, and Hawke 


breathes new life into the familiar arche¬ 
type of an overbearing father pressuring 
his son to achieve what he couldn’t. Watch 
it online for less than the cost of peanuts 
and Cracker Jack. 

( Least Affected 
Prestige Picture 

Here’s a setup straight out of awards 
season for you: a based-on-a-true-story 
account of the interracial couple whose 
marriage is responsible for the Supreme 
Court ruling that struck down miscege¬ 
nation laws as unconstitutional. But Jeff 
Nichols’ Loving spends a grand total of five 
minutes in the courtroom and is far less 
concerned with the historical than it is 
with the everyday beauty of the couple in 
question. They’re embodied here by Joel 
Edgerton and a wonderful Ruth Negga, 
whose eyes offer more history than any 
straight reenactment ever could. 

( Sweetest Sapphic 
Romance 

Over the course of 144 minutes, The 
Handmaiden vacillates between romance, 
conspiracy, torture, and then back again. 
It’s a sordid, steamy tale set in Japanese- 
occupied Korea circa the 1930s, yet what’s 
most remarkable about Park Chan-wook’s 
latest is that it mostly lingers in the mind 
as a moving love story between two 
women who never should have even 
been in the same room together. That 
isn’t an unfamiliar premise, of course, 
but every narrative twist and turn here — 
of which there are many — feels wholly 
original. Love may not have conquered 
all in 2016, but at least it lived to see 
another year. Q

PinKU rethinks and revolutionizes the raw fish restaurant

ou know PinKU is different as 
soon as you walk in the door. 

John Sugimura, tall, booming 
of voice, and ebullient of spirit, 
instantly fills up all 960 square feet of this 
northeast Minneapolis sushi joint He comes 
out from behind the counter to greet you, 
to go over the menu, together, with you. 

It’s just one of the many ways in which 
barriers fall away at this 32-seat game- 
changer. 

PinKU means “pink” in Japanese, and 
it’s the only Japanese word you’ll find here. 
Sugimura knew that by including Japanese 
on the menu, he’d only be settingup more 
obstacles to understanding and appreciating 
the cuisine he loves. 

“Let’s not talk about maguro. Let’s just 
talk about tuna,” he says. He’s hell bent 
on stripping away any pretense at PinKU, 
includingthe word “sushi,” which can carry 


too many connotations of expense, esoterica, 
and occasion. He calls this place “street,” 
and it’s as close as you’ll get around here 
to the street food of Japan. 

“You shouldn’t have to balance your 
checkbook before goingout to eat,” he adds. 
Affordability is one of the other imperatives 
of his first restaurant, which he co-owns 
with partner Xiaoteng Huang, who prefers 
to go by his nickname, “X.” 

The duo are of one mind when it comes 
to the restaurant’s concept, but even X was 
confused about the name. “Why are we 
calling it pink?” he asked Sugimura. 

“If you start lookingup 'pink’ in Japanese, 
you start getting peace, democracy, less 
aggressiveness,” he responded. “PinKU is 
about human contact.” 

This is a second act for Sugimura, who 
spent the majority of his adult life workingin 
human services at Head Start and in politics 
under Mayor Sharon Sayles Belton. He 
feels strongly about the restaurant being 


an extension of that human service. 

Sugimura’s mother passed away “a long 
time ago” from cancer, and he knew he was 
going to do something really interesting 
with the money he received after her death. 
“Putting all my stuff in storage and travelling 
around Spain for three months, that’s just 
not me,” he said. 

Instead, he did everything he could to 
educate himself about sushi, including 
graduating from the Sushi Institue of 
America. He was instructing his own 
culinary classes when he was approached 
by a student, X, who wanted to open a more 
approachable, affordable, friendly sushi 
restaurant. The two went on a research 
mission, and finding no other restaurants 
like the one they envisioned, they knew 
they had to do it. 

So they did it. 

After Sugimura’s big personality, the 
second thing you’ll notice is the menu. 
Listing about 10 items, plus the occasional 
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special, it hangs on the wall in elegant, etched 
wooden planks. The partners knew that they 
wanted a “low technology” menu. Screens 
or anythinghigh-tech would send the wrong 
message. “It would be too shiny. Too pretty,” 
says Sugimura. (Although the PinKU menu 
happens to be one of the prettiest anywhere, 
a work of art unto itself.) 

Next, you’ll notice the price points, and 
you might wonder if someone has made 
a mistake when you see that everything 
hovers in the $4 to $8 range. But don’t bother 
asking: Those are the prices. Accessibility, 
remember? 

In keeping with the other low barriers 
to entry, the menu here is easy to read, it’s 
easy to understand, and you know just what 
you’re getting. And what you’re getting is 
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Seared salmon on rice and crispy pot stickers

what the everyday consumer wants when 
they go for sushi in America: salmon, tuna, 
and shrimp. 

Salmon is readily available in Minnesota 
in the winter. Why fight that? They serve 
three preparations of it: lightly seared on a 
crispy rice cake; lightly seared on rice with a 
little avocado, radish, and green onion, like 
a freewheeling salad; and lightly seared in 
the sushi roll you know and love. 

Why three preparations, and why always 
lightly seared? In order to please all people, 
and because the texture is approachable. 
It makes people feel safe. Here there’s no 
“omakase” (chef’s choice) to contend with. 
You’re going to get exactly what you want, 
and nothing you don’t. 

After your salmon, order some jumbo 
crispy shrimp with rice, served three to an 
order. They’ve been tenderized to reduce 
any rubberiness, they’ve been “washed” 
in rice wine vinegar and salt to disappear 
any whiff of fishiness, and they’ve been 
tossed in potato starch and fried, so they’re 
hot, crisp as chips, and gluten-free. They’re 
$6.50 an order, and people go nuts for 
them, sometimes getting three orders all 
to themselves, because at PinKU, you can 
do whatever you want. 

“This is my tater tot hot dish,” says 
Sugimura. He serves it at home by the 
pound, family-style, which is how he knew 
it would be a surefire winner. 

The spicy tuna on crispy rice is another 
dish he knows a thing or two about because 
he estimates that he served roughly 35,000 
pieces before he ever threw open the doors 
to his restaurant. He’d work catering gigs 
and people would order 10 pieces each. He 
made them all night long because he likes 
giving people what they want. 

These little addictions are the spicy 
tuna roll you know and love but so much 
better. First, he takes today’s fresh tuna 
(your spicy tuna roll is probably scrap that’s 
been collected over the past few days, sorry) 


and scrapes it, tartare style. Then, instead 
of the industry standard of Sriracha and 
Kewpie mayo for dressing, he uses 13 fresh 
ingredients, including sesame, chile, miso, 
and green onion, to give it complexity, zing, 
and depth. 

Then, instead of a regular rice pad, his 
pads are crisped up, like fried rice. “I like 
fancy fried rice, I like takeout fried rice, I 
like bad fried rice,” says Sugimura. And 
now everybody gets to have his take on it. 

So, if you’ve been paying attention, you 
can have an order of that shrimp, an order of 
this tuna, and salmon your way, and you’re 
only up to a grand total of about $18. Why 
not order some crispy pot stickers, easily 
some of the best in town, seared so hard on 
one side they crunch like autumn leaves? 
A dozen goes for $9, so now you’re sharing 
with your companions, and not jealously 
guardingyour plate like it’s piled with fine 
jewels. You’ve still barely broken $30. 

The fact that your order arrives in minutes, 
on a gleaming silver set-up that’s one part 
bento box and one part cafeteria tray, only 
punctuates the egalitarian message. What 
could be more approachable than a cafeteria 
tray? 

If all of this sounds a little too 
Americanized, make no mistake. Sugimura 
identifies first and foremost as a Japanese 
man, and he just returned from a tour of 
Kyoto and Tokyo, where he went in part 
to check himself. He returned fortified. 

“At no time was there any confusion 
about my blurring lines of integrity. Would 
my grandmother be proud? Absolutely. 
Absolutely,” he says. 

PinKU is Japanese, it’s American, it’s 
a place of common ground. Go, and let 
Sugimura walk around the counter to say, 
“Arigatou gozaimasu!” 

They’re likely the only Japanese words 
you’ll hear at PinKU. 

In short, they mean: “Thank you, very 
much, for coming.” B3

La Natividad brings people together for the holidays

T his season, many people have 
found it tough to get in the 
Christmas spirit. At the end of 
abrutal year, La Natividad serves 
as a glowing reminder that faith, cheer, 
and hope aren’t just fuzzy feelings: They 
inspire concrete actions that are needed 
now more than ever. 

An annual holiday tradition at In the 
Heart of the Beast Puppet and Mask The¬ 
atre, La Natividad is co-presented with 
St. Paul’s Evangelical Lutheran Church, 
which hosts a soup social after every per¬ 
formance. That’s where audiences end up 
after following Maria and Jose on their 
bilingual journey to Bethlehem, by way 
of a Mexican restaurant and a showdown 
in the street. 

Diners at Lake Street’s Las Mojarras 
Restaurant look on as La Natividadbegins 


with the Annunciation: Maria (a role shared 
between Vianey Occelly Pena Torres and 
Esther Ouray) is visited by a procession of 
winged cherubs, led by dancer Rebekah 
Crisanta and followed by the first of many 
awe-inspiring puppets in the company’s 
signature oversized style. This one is the 
Angel Gabriel (Greg Leierwood), whose 
moon-shaped head indicates his heavenly 
provenance. 

The show then moves to the nearby 
Jigjiga Center, where an initially skepti¬ 
cal Jose (a small puppet) struggles with 
his newfound responsibilities. After that, 
the audience walks down to the Avalon 
Theatre (In the Heart of the Beast’s home), 
where kids bearing stars wake the shep¬ 
herds and share the good news. Three 
wise ones (more large puppets) arrive, 
and meet the hateful King Herod (Paul 
Robinson). 

As Maria and Jose (now full-sized) 


make their way down 15th Avenue, they’re 
stopped by Herod and his soldiers, intent 
on sealing their border. The pasty-white 
king, though, is overwhelmed by a crowd 
carrying a BIENVENIDOS banner, and the 
Holy Family are ushered into St. Paul’s to be 
greeted by a host of animals in puppet form. 

The show is a strange and wonderful 
experience, with live music by several 
instrumentalists and an angel choir per¬ 
vading the alternately somber and silly 
proceedings. Directed and designed by 
Sandy Spieler, La Natividad is truly a com¬ 
munity celebration. Dramaturgically, it 
may be lumpy (the Jigjiga interlude, for 
example, is an odd and talky detour), but 
its rough edges are part of its charm. 

It’s also a distinctly theatrical take on 
the Christmas story. The company’s large 
puppets, with their haunting expressions 
and gentle movements, have a singular 
presence; and the joy of the performers,

diverse in age as well as ethnicity, is pal¬ 
pable. This month’s polar vortex condi¬ 
tions only add to the magic, turning up the 
contrast between the bleak street scenes 
and the warm indoor episodes. 

The actual baby who played Jesus on 
Sunday night deserves a special Ivey for 
summoning what can only be described as 
an authentically beatific glow. As the kids 
and the puppets and the singers and the 
audience swirled into a boisterous dance 
that filled the St. Paul’s sanctuary, the infant 
looked down from Maria’s arms, beaming 
in delight at just how wonderful the world 
suddenly seemed to have become. 03

A SONG TO REMEMBER 

Concussions damaged the mind of ex-Gopher Ben Utecht, but now music is helping him reclaim his memories

en Utecht is well-versed in worst- 
case scenarios. 

The former University of Min¬ 
nesota tight end knows that 40 
percent of ex-NFLers suffer from chronic 
traumatic encephalopathy, or CTE, a degen¬ 
erative brain disease caused by repeated 
blows to the head. He knows that CTE often 
dovetails into dementia, and that NFL vets 
are four times more likely to die of ALS 
or Alzheimer’s disease than the general 
population. Even though science is only 
beginning to understand the long-term 
effects of repeated trauma to the human 
brain, Utecht knows his situation is dire. 

Five concussions in four seasons. Despite 
a five-year NFL stint that included a 2007 
Super Bowl win with the Indianapolis Colts, 
Utecht’s NFL legacy is not tabulated in 
receptions, yards, or touchdowns. This is 
the grim statistic that defines his career as 
a professional football player. The concus¬ 
sions forced Utecht to retire in 2009 at the 
age of 28. By the time he was 30, he was 
already experiencing drastic memory loss. 

“I left the NFL and had to Post-it note 
everything,” Utecht, 35, says. “Itwas hard 
for me to remember tasks that my wife 
would give me. I used to be able to remem¬ 
ber schedules easily, but then it became a 
nightmare.” 

Following his retirement from the NFL, 
Utecht turned back to a passion he’s had 
since the age of five: music. The son of a 
Methodist minister and a classical soprano, 
Utecht has always balanced his athletic pur¬ 
suits with a penchant for song. At Hastings 
High School, he was a three-sport athlete 
and a member of the glee club. During his 
last professional season with the Cincinnati 
Bengals, he released his self-titled debut 
album, and after the Bengals released him, 
Utecht moved to Nashville to try to crack 
into the inspirational gospel scene. 

You might expect the 6-foot-6,245-pound 
Utecht to have a voice to match his meaty 
stature. He looks like he could conjure a 
baritone deep enough to rumble the plates 
in the china cabinet. But his voice comes 
out in big, earnest peals. It’s churchy but 
instantly engrossing — powerful, though 
not strong enough to protect it from the 


damage of a lifetime of helmet-to-helmet 
contact. 

In 2011, Utecht was invited on a 32-show 
tour with adult contemporary pianist Jim 
Brickman. At the time, he was having dif¬ 
ficulty retaining new information. During 
the shows, he played with a lyric sheet taped 
to the floor. 

“Remembering songs that I’d sing over 
and over again was difficult,” Utecht says. 
“That’s where my fear comes from. The 
reality that we’re seeing in NFL veterans 
is where my fear comes from.” 

As Utechf s anxieties about his memory 
mounted, he penned a somber ballad apolo¬ 
gizing for the grim day he foresaw: when 
he could no longer remember the names of 
his wife and four daughters. The first line 
of‘You’ll Always Be My Girls” became the 
title of his memoir, Counting the Days while 
My Mind Slips Away, released in August. 

The book chronicles Utecht’s mortifying 
journey to reclaim his mind from the fog of 
CTE, and its opening salvo is an unhindered 
punch to the heart. 

‘Your relevance as a human really only 
resides in what you can remember,” Utecht 
says. “Everythingthat makes me relevant as a 
husband and a father comes from memories. 
Here I am at the end of the first chapter 


holding my fourth daughter and thinking, 
‘Gosh, I hope the worst doesn’t come.’ That’s 
not an easy place to get to.” 

But the book does not end with the despair 
of the first chapter. When he began Counting 
the Days, Utecht didn’t know whether the 
degeneration of his mind was reversible or 
not. He eventually discovered brain-train¬ 
ing company Learning Rx. Utecht says the 
tutoring center, which has been sued by the 
Federal Trade Commission for misleading 
advertising claims, has helped restore some 
of his neurological functions. 

Utecht enrolled in a 100-hour cognitive 
testing program, devoting 90 minutes three 
days a week to Learning Rx’s intensive 
tests. It started with rudimentary tasks 
like remembering colors and the position 
of numbers on flash cards, and progressed 
to situational mathematics and high-order 
sequencing. Each trial was set to a metro¬ 
nome. Utecht’s replies had to fall in time 
with the clicks in order to register as correct, 
gradually rebuilding his memory at a rate 
of 120 beats per minute. 

“The way that the neuroplasticity of the 
brain has responded to the training has 
been incredible,” he says. “It’s significantly 
helped my short- and long-term memory. 
I’m talking taking it from the 12th percentile 


according to my neuro-psych evaluation to 
the 70th and 90th percentile.” 

This month, Utecht will join legendary 
Twin Cities soul singer Mick Sterling as 
part of a 14-show homage to the Christmas 
music of Andy Williams and Bing Crosby. 
It’s a fitting reintroduction point for Utecht, 
whose holiday collection Christmas Hope 
was nominated for a 2012 Dove Award—aka 
the Christian music Grammys. Both Sterling 
and Utecht envision the series — which 
continues Wednesday at St. Paul’s James J. 
Hill Center — as being an annual traveling 
show in the vein of Mannheim Steamroller. 
Such ambitions might not have been possible 
if not for the therapeutic power of music. 

“The thing that makes Ben so unique 
is that he took [his] issue and decided to 
use music to help,” Sterling says. “A lot of 
people play football their whole lives and 
that’s it. He had the ability to sing, and I’m 
sure it saved him. In all facets of his life.” 

Utecht says that singing, along with brain¬ 
training exercises, has improved his short- 
and long-term memory drastically. Thanks to 
the musical construct of rhythm, he believes 
his mind is no longer slipping away. Sterling 
proposes that music has a “mystical” quality 
that made the recovery possible, but Utecht 
contends the link between rhythm and his 
improved neural pathways is not merely 
an act of providence. 

“Music is used as a form of treatment 
in dementia patients,” Utecht explains. 
“Emotion is connected to music. Music 
evokes emotion, and your brain stores those 
memories differently. It’s really incredible.” 

This spring, Utecht will release his new 
album, Standing Strong. The LP is a proggy, 
10-song testament that leans heavy on rock 
’n’ roll antecedents like Imagine Dragons and 
30 Seconds to Mars. In terms of content, the 
record acts as a sort of sequel to Counting 
the Days While My Mind Slips Away and 
‘You’ll Always Be My Girls.” Where the 
book and the single confront the daunting 
reality of a worst-case scenario, Standing 
Strong is a testament to the perseverance 
of not only the mind but also the heart. 

“All of us have been concussed by life in 
different ways,” Utecht says. “Trials are 
just a period of refinement. My message is 
that you have the opportunity to allow the 
trials that you go through to define you.” 03

DUMPSTAPHUNK 

THE HOOK AND LADDER, THURSDAY 12.22 
The wind chill is plummeting, holiday 
spirit is being sapped by treacly mall music, 
and Trump the Chump in Chief is lurking 
in the Dark Tower. A quick antidote for 
dire times might be some Dumpsta diving 
with one of New Orleans’ funkiest bands. 
That’s saying a lot, but Dumpstaphunk have 
ferociously funkified bloodlines: They’re 
led by Neville scion Ivan Neville, son of 
Aaron, nephew of Art, buddy of Keith 
Richards, and a pretty badass Hammond 
B3 organist to boot. Also phlinging the 
Dumpsta phunk is cousin Ian Neville, 
playing some of the wiriest guitar this 
side of Leo Nocentelli; the two-bass 
onslaught of Tony Hall and Nick Daniels; 
and skinsmeister Alvin Ford Jr. Given their 
NOLA origins, Dumpstaphunk build on 
the greasy glory of second-line funk, but 
also tap potent grooves from James Brown, 
P-Funk, Sly, and Booker T and the MGs. 
Dumpstaphunk’s last album, 2013’s Dirty 
Word, sported such guests as Trombone 
Shorty and the Rebirth Brass Band. Locals

THE BAD PLUS 

DAKOTA JAZZ CLUB, THURSDAY-FRIDAY 
12.22 & 23; SUNDAY-MONDAY 12.25 & 26 

The Bad Plus initially established a rep 
as renegades who’d tackle deconstructed 
rock/pop tunes, resurrecting them as cut¬ 
ting-edge jazz. Covers of Nirvana, Black 
Sabbath, and Yes gradually gave way to 
equally audacious originals, along with a 
distinctive reading of Stravinsky’s The Rite 
of Spring. But on this fall’s It’s Hard, the 
world-trotting, locally bred trio of drum¬ 
mer Dave King, bassist Reid Anderson, and 
pianist Ethan Iverson returned to their 
iconoclastic roots with 11 reinvented nug¬ 
gets by artists ranging from Kraftwerk to 
TV on the Radio to Barry Manilow. So the 
band’s annual Christmas week residency at 
the Dakota should jingle plenty of familiar 
but wildly twisted bells. Johnny Cash’s 
“I Walk the Line,” for instance, sports a 
requisite striding bass via Anderson. The 
rhythms, however, hiccup, shuffle, slide, 
slow, and speed up, spewing tangential 
curiosities along the way. Kraftwerk’s 
“The Robots” acquires a jaunty spirit 
and organic core via Anderson and King’s 
muscular urgency. Prince’s “The Beauti¬ 
ful Ones” retains the lush emotionality 
of the original while negotiating spiky 
angularity. Meanwhile, BP’s version of 
Ornette Coleman’s “Broken Shadows” is 
strikingly nuanced and introspective. $45 
at 7p.m. $40 at 9 p.m.
